T1 is iloubtful if any governmental activity in recent years 
'years has caused as much discussion, pro and con, as the 


program of the Farm Board under the direction of the en- 
ergetic Alexander Legge,, 
' 
On one side have been hopeful farmers, eager to see 


some sort of help for a distressed agriculture come out of the 
board's work. On the other hand have critics, calling Mr. 
Jjegge's efforts "socialistic" and insisting that they wiTI, in 
the Jong run, do more harm than good. 


It is in order, perhaps, to hear what Mr. Legge Himself 


has to say about it. In the current issue of Forbes Maga- 
zine he writes as follows: 


"Now here is the big thing that the Farm Board is aim- 


fng at, It is trying to get the farmer to help himself. It is 
trying to get him to organize and co-operate and get His bus- 
iness into "sound and efficient shape. 


"The greatest trouble with agriculture, as perhaps not 


everybody understands, has been that it kept operating as an 
individual enterpriae competing with the organized effort 
in other induatriea^-individual action and planning as com- 
pared with collective thinking and acting. That is why &K- 
rjeultui'* fts an industry has not kept pace with other indus- 
tries. There has been too much of a habit of considering it 
a natural resource rather than a great industry. 


"The boftrd believes that it can be of great assistance to 


the American farmers by encouraging the development of 
large scale, central co-operative marketing organizations. 
Such an agency, because of its prestige and influence, would 
be able to exert a measurable degree of control over the flow 
of its products to the market. It would avoid temporary 
f. u r pi uses which P9 often result in depressing prices much 
below their real value. 


"That is why the major policy of the Farm Board is di- 


rected toward the expansioning and strengthening of the co 
operative movement. It may take time—it probably will 
take a good deal of time—but eventually an efficient, well- 
managed organization satisfactorily serving the public at a 
reasonable cost will take charge of the marketing of farm 
products." 


All of this sounds eminently sensible, and it is a bit hard 


to understand thf crjitjcjsms that have been hurled at Mr. 
J,eg«e. The wi** thing $0 do, it seeras, would be to give him 
all the time »ad money h* ngedjs. If he can help agriculture
